of the destruction of the Maine. There 
are a great number of themies, but 
most of them are of a character th at 
makes It easy to prove or u p s.t them by 
a single Investigation by a diver. Sec­ 
retary Long has taken Immediate stops 
to make this investigation.

terday afternoon he telegraphed to Ad­ 
miral Slcard at Key West t») appoint a 
board of naval oiUcers to proceed at 
once to H avana, employ divers and 
generally to make such Inquiry as the 
regulations of the navy demand shall 
he made In the case of the loss of a 
ship.

Washington. Feb. IT.—Tho cause of 
the explosion that sank the l3attleship 
Maine In the harbor of H avana Is one 
th at It giving the speculative 
mind 
something to think about Just now. 
A 
dispatch from H avana quotes Captain 
Sigsl)ee as declaring that he does not 
know how' it happened. There are nu­ 
merous causes suggested by other peo­ 
ple. as for instance—blown up by a 
torpedo sent by the hands of a Spanish 
fanatic (some people go further and 
hint at the Spanish government itself 
having a hand in the event): blown up 
by a torpedo, or other device of the 
devil, set in motion by some Cuban 
rebel who does 
not approve of the 
policy of the United States on the sub­ 
ject of Cuba. 


These are the two explanations that 
ascribe the disaster to a foul crime. 
Then there are the suggestions that the 
coal was on fire, that a dynamo boiler 
exploded, th a t In some way the central 
magazine exploded, that a harbor tor­ 
pedo or mine went off accidentally un­ 
der the vessel, th at the bow magazine 
exploded and various others, none of 
which Is accompanied by explanation of 
how it was done that way.

smoking In his cabin, next to that of 
Captain Sigsbee, when the explosion oc­ 
curred and put out the electric lights.

tain. It appears, had been thrown from 
his bed, but was uninjured. They both 
went on deck and gave orders to flood 
2,n00 pounds of guncotton which was on 
board. The order was carrlcxl out, but 
the men w'ho

turned.

An admiral 
in full uniform, in the name of the 
nunister of marine and the entire Span­ 
ish caidnet. called on tîeneral Woodford 
yesterday and Infoimed him that the 
government had telegraphed to the a u ­ 
thorities in Cuba to do their utmost to 
relieve the dlstre.ss of the Injured and t<> 
furnish the oificers and crew of the 
Maine with everything which they may 
need.’ ” 


The Daily News, commenting on the 
disaster to tho Maine, says: 
“The dis­ 
aster reaches the very extremity of hor­ 
ror. 
The pul)lic feeling of the world, 
shocked by this dire calamity, will do 
well to imitate the restraint Imposed 
upon that of the United States by both 
the W ashington government and the 
captain of the ill-fated ship. 
For 'sus­ 
picions of foul play there seem to be ab­ 
solutely no Nvarrrant, though naturally 
they haunt the minds of many Ameri­ 
cans. 
The attitude of Spain at this 
agonizing moment will either efface the 
memory of the De Lome incident for­ 
ever or revive it with added circum­ 
stance of bitterness and exasperation 
that cannot be contemplated without a 
shudder.

The destrtictlon of the biittleship 
Maine in Havana harbor is very likely 
to be whitewashed by the irovernment. 
The mouths of the crew and oHIcers of 
the Maine who have survived the dis-

from Washinj^ton to give out only such 
information as will tend to strengthen 
the theory of accident. 


The Cleveland administration was 
made odious by its ipineless attitude 
toward the Cuban situation and the 
McKinley administration in its undij»’- 
nified treatm ent of the insulting Min­ 
ister De Lome may be accused of the 
same failing. 
At the outset a firmer 
hand on the part of President McKln* 
ley would have secured the liberty of 
Cuba and no war with Spain would 
have resulted.

Considerable excitement has been 
created among the pensioners by the 
fact that with the voucher for his next 
quarterly |>ension. each male pensioner 
found a slip containing the following 
questions: 


First—Are you married? If so, please 
state your wife’s full name and her 
maiden name. 


Second“ When, where and by whom 
were you married? 


Third—W hat record of the marriage 
exists? 


Fourth—W ere you previously mar­ 
ried? If HO, please state the name of 
your former wife and date and place of 
her death or divorce. 


Fifth—Have you an^v children living? 
If so, please state their names and date 
of their birth. 


There Is but little, if any cause for 
excitement over these questions. 
It Is 
the policy of the government to secure 
the hillest and most correct family his­ 
tory of each pensioner whose name is 
borne on the rolls. This information 
is necessary, iirst, to guard ^ against 
fraud, and second, to throw about all 
minor children of pensioners the full­ 
est possible protection. 
No other na­ 
tion in the world is taking as great 
pains to deal liberally with Itsi soldiers 
as the United States, and so far from 
being a m atter of uneasiness for the 
pensioners, this latest action should be 
accepted as the fullest possible evi­ 
dence of the country’s peculiar care.

grows.”

During the seventeenth century the 
druggist came to Air.erica and closely 
followed English precedents, modifying 
them, however, by tho practice of the 
Indians M'ith whom ho came in contact. 
Quack apotbccnries began to spring up 
iu the new laud, and in IG.^6 the colo­ 
ny oi Virginia passed a law’ W hich 
among other things regulated the prices 
and fees of the druggist. 
At this tinio 
it was fashionable for the druggists to 
practice enrgery in addition to pbarmu- 
c.y, and tho Virginia colony contained a 
large number of people who were proil* 
oienc iu both prot'es.sions. Iu Massuchu- 
setts tho business was largely in tho 
hands of Indians, suî'Golnjasters, old 
women and teachers. Thd Salem witch­ 
craft delusion retarded the spread of tho 
druggist for sometime iu the Bay State, 
for the popular impression fastened on 
tbe ajîotheearies a suspicion that they 
sold the iK)tions that were supposed to 
produce the spells. 
Among those who 
euftered persecution at this time mixers 
of mediciue appear to have been promi- 
uent. 


The drug shop bad not yot become a 
distinct institution. 
It was usually a 
brancli of tho grocery or spice business. 
In 1047 one Giles Forman of Boston 
had, however, firmly established him ­ 
self as devoting special attention to 
pharmacy. In KI40 tho first di.«tinctivo 
drug store in America was opened in 
Boston by William Davies. 
No doubt 
nmre reliance was placed on drugs then 
than now’, when people are beginning 
to recognize the large part that fresh 
air, dietetics and other liygienic meas­ 
ures play iu tho successful treatment of 
disease.— Lippincott’s Magazine.
